WHEN HE RESISTED ARREST IN 


A SHANTY NEAR D1LLSBURG. 


WM i» Act of Fellimg a State Police- 


man with an Axe Whe» Bullet 


Ended HU Life. 


George Alekesich of Steelton. was 


shot and instantly killed late Satur- 
day night in a little farm house in 
the upper end of York county, by a. 
state trooper when, in resisting the 
service of a search warrant and arm- 
ed with a long handled axe, Aleke- 
sich, made a murderous attack upon 
another state trooper. The man was 
about fifty years old and is a native 
of Serbia. 


The fata! shot was fired at 11.15 


o'clock by Sergeant August Ahlquist. 
who in charge of a detail of state po- 
lice, was on the premises of Harry 
Gram, in Carroll township, about 
three miles from Siddonsburg, five 
miles from Harrisburg, for the pur- 
pose of making a search on a war- 
rant charging illegal manufacture and 
possession of intoxicating liquor. 


Arriving on the scene about 9.45 


o'clock. Sergeant Ahlquist and Pri- 
vate Goucher approached the two 
and a half story frame dwelling 
painted white, and -demanded admit- 
tance in the name of the law. TJiis 
was refused, the man in the building 
becoming abusive and violent- 


Sergeant Ahlquist called for aid 


from the sub-station at Harrisburg, 
and Privates Albert Davis, Henry 
Buckbee and Herman Atkins were 
dispatched to the scene, arriving af- 
ter 10 o'clock. 
- 


Then the derail of five state troop- 


ers with Sergeant Ahlquist. proceed- 
ed to maneuver to gain entrance to 
the little frame structure. The man 
inside the building was seen to have 
a ions: handled axe. such as is used 
in wood chopping and felling trees. 
:n hi.* hands, but the omcers were 
not dismayed. 


Finally the 
officers "rushed 
tne 


place, several entering on the first 
floor and others scaling the outside 
of the nlace and entering by a win- 
dow on the second noor. all ready to 
seize the man inside the building. 


During the entire mejee the man 


l.urled defiance at the omcers. shout- 
ing an epithet at the otncers m the 
Serbian tongue, and calling them a 
v:!e name in English, declaring that 
he would kill them. 


Wher. several of the men u;ea a 


door as a shield and attempted to 
mount the narrow stairway the man 
wfei«:c<! his axe with such result a; 
to demolish this frail protection. Fin- 
ailv. sanding inside a small room on 
the second floor of the place, the 
ancrv man had Privates Albert Dayis 
and Henry Buckhee cornered, with 
the heavy axe about to descend upon 
the head of Buckhee. This^was at 
the :or> of the stairway. 
Sergeant 


Ahlquist. at the foot of the stairway. 
first floor fired as a portion of Aleke- 
sich "s face cleared the doorway and 
protruded in the stairway. The bul- 
let =truck the right side of the tace 
-.- little above the mouth, took an up- 
ward course, passing through the 
brain, and out the top of the right 
5-'dc of head. He dropped over dead. 


The search for intoxicating liquor 


revealed that the place was being 
used as a distillery. Twenty-two large 
barrels of raisin mash were located 
in a front room on the first floor. A 
still of twenty-five gallon capacity 
was found in another room. Twenty- 
five gallons of the finished product- 
were also found. The liquor, still an;! 
other damaging evidence was seized 
and taken by the state troopers.
